N. T. Depauw is 
president ofthe bank, but John W. T. Ray, 
vice-president, has had the smanagement. 
The statement taken from the books this 
morning shows that the loans and discounts

The Siamese Foreign Minister, in replying 
to the statement of M. Pavie, the French

Lindemann’s Matrimonial Experience. 


John H. Lindemann has not had quite a 
year of married life, but he has an interest- 
ing experience, according to his petition 
filed this morning for a divorce from lara 
Lindemann.

Trouble began about six weeks after mar- 
riage, when,he charges,she began complain- 
ing about the style and location of his house, 
and finally compelled him to sell at a sacri- 
fice.

Bussman Charges That Bogard Forge4 
His Name toa Note for $525 Purchased 
by the Ex-Coroner—President Cooke 
Will Not Swear Out Any Warrant 
Without Ordered to Do 80 by the Build. 
ing Association Directors—Sogard’s 


Vanity. 


Adversities are falling upon Mo T. Bogard 
as fast as Fortune’s favors did in the days of 
his prosperity. Afew daysagohe was ar- 
rested on a warrant charging him with 
fraud, and a civil action was also commenced 
against him. Yesterday he was de- 
posed as Secretary of the Western 
Union Building and Loan Associations, 
and his house and furniture were sold by the 
auctioneer. To-day another warrant for his 
arrest was issued, and he was taken into 
custody for the second time since his 
troubles began. This time the charge is 
forgery. James P. Kerr, attorney for the 
building associations, secured the warrant 
about 11 o’clock and at noon it was served 
upon Bogard in the office of his attorney, E. 
A. B. Garesche, where lawyer and client 
were in consultation over the perplexing 
state of things the Secretary has brought 


about. 

The forgery charge is the result of the 
transaction which Bogard had with Dr. John 
D. Irwin, who paid $525 for a promissory note 
which bore the signature of A. A. Hussman 
and was guaranteed by Bogard as being gen- 
uine. The story of this affair was related in 
the Post- DIspaTcH last Sunday. Immediate- 
ly after the failure of Bogard had become 
known Dr. Irwin presented himself at the 


building and loan associations to ascertain if 
the note was allright. He said that Bogard 
had represented tohimthatA. A. Hussman 
had hypothecated with him for $525 a stock 
book entitling him to $1,200 worth of stock. 
The Secretary told Dr. Irwin also that Huss- 
man had given his note for the amount, and 
asked the physician to buy it, jaking besides 
the note the stock-book as security. The 
note was dated June 21, 1893. and made pay- 
able in thirty days to Milo T. Bogard, at 8 
per cent interest. 
HUSSMAN REPUDIATES THE SIGNATURE. 

An investigation of the books, it is stated, 
showed that no such stock-book had been is- 
sued, and it was subsequently ascertained, it 
is alleged, that not only was the book bogus, 


but the note was forged, Hussman repudli- 
ating the “9 peer Dr. Irwin was greatly 
incensed and started out to hunt Bogard, but 
couldn’t find him that night. If he had 
come upon him it is probable that the 
Secretary would have found a good 
deal of trouble in soothing the irate physi- 
clan. The witnesses in this new charge 
against Bogard are A. A. Hussman, 2721 Dick- 
son street, Henry Zimmerman, Dook-keeper 
of theiWestern Union Companies, Dr. J. D. 
Irwin and Katherine Price, stenographer in 
the office of the associations. 

Bogard was taken from Garesche’s office to 
the Four Courts by Deputy Sheriff Sheehy, 
and waited calmly while his attorney was 
endeavoring to get securities to go on his 
bond. When the first warrant was servedon 
him he had considerable difficulty in getting 
a bondsman, and this time he 
looked exceedingly anxious, though he said 
he expected to be released in a few minutes. 
He refused to talk about the matter. 


THE BUILDING ASSOCIATIONS. 
After ten days of excitement the offices of 
the Western Union Building and Loan Asso- 
clations have settled down into the quiet of 
routine business. The new Secretary, Harry 
Brolaski, was in charge to-day, the crowds of 


directors and stockholders that have hung 
about ever since Milo T. Bogard skipped 
around the corner with L. Wolgemot’s $2,500 
check. were conspicuously absent, and the 
cashier was taking in loans as if nothing 
unusual had happened. The experts 
have not yet completed their report 
to the stockholders, but enough is known of 
the result to restore confildence in the con- 
cern. President Cooke of Association No. 5 
has decided not to shoulder the responsibility 
of prosecuting Bogard for his connection 
with the forged indemnity 
bond J. Tirley. He 
said to-day that he would 
wait until the next regular meeting of the 
Board of Directors on the first Thursday in 
August. ‘‘Il shall then submit the matter to 
the directors, he continued, and if they 
decide to S all right. Bogard has 
notinjured me any more than he has the 
rest, and if wy te is to be done it should 
be done by the board. 
BOGARD’S CHARACTER. 

Bogard is still being discussed on the 
streets where real estate men meet and some 
amusing things are told of the deposed Sec- 
retary. One of his oldest friends said this 


forenoon: ‘‘Bogard is nota vicious man. 
He would get the better of you in a bargain, 
but that is a trait that may be found 
in many men who have never yet 
come to grief, and he has many 
good points. He was always liberal and 
good natured. He was vain, though—vainer 
than any man I ever saw—and to this fault I 
attribute his downfall. He could be flattered 
into almost any extravagance, If a sharp man 
wanted to sell hima horse, for instance, he 
had only to say: ‘Bogard, a man like you 
ought to own a fine horse. 
You have the reputation of being the great- 
est financier in St. Louis. Everybody is 
success in life and

The next train brought Bogard to Kansas 
City, and as soon as he could get tothe hall 
he mounted the rostrum and began to spout 
about finances. Everybody was convulsed 
with laughter, but he never sus ted that

A wreck, causing the loss of one valuable 
life and the serious wounding of two others, 
occurred on the Bluff Line Railroad at 6:05 
this morning at Riehi’s Station, close to 
Piasa Creek and tothe junction of the main 
line with the Grafton branch of the 
same road. The wreck was caused by the 
truck of a condemned flat car breaking and 
crushing through a trestle. The engine and 
one or twocars had passed safely over the 
trestle when the truck of the condemned 
car gave way’ and in a. moment 
six or seven box cars loaded with flour were 
piled in a heap. The eonductor and brake- 
man were caught detween the cars and the 
conductor was killed. The unfortunate con- 
ductor was pinioned beneath several cars and 
killed instantly. 

On the opposite side of the river on Silver 
Island a number of glass-blowers were en- 
camped enjoyingan outing. They saw the 
wreck and, taking skiffs, pulled over the 
stream and rescued thetwo brakemen from 
beneath the debris. One of these, O. Johnson, 
had large spikes driven through his left arm 
his head Its frightfully cut and his limbs an 
body severely bruised. The other, whose 
name is Manning, was also badly bruised, his 
head cut, his collar bone broken and his back 
lacerated.

Mayor Walbridge of St. Louis, OC. A. Drach,

COMMITMENT WRIT. 


M. I. Walters in Trouble on Account 
of His Incendiary Speeches. 


ORDERED TO APPEAR BEFORE THE 
COURT NEXT WEEK. 


The Situation Among the Striking 
Miners Growling More Serious Every 
Dey—Eleven Companies of Militia 
Ordered to Be in Readiness—The Im- 
ported Negroes—General Situation. 


Fr. Scott, Kan., July 25.—Deputy United 
States Marshal Hulbert of this city last ntght 
served a writ of commitment on M. L. Wal- 
ters, the leader of the striking miners, 
charging him wich violating the injunction 
of the United States Court by making the in- 
cendiary speeches reported Saturday. Wal- 
ters was at Rich Hill when the writ was 
served. He is attempting to induce the 
miners there to strike. He was not locked 
up, but ordered to appear before the court 
in Chicago next week. 

The Santa Fe train bearing the severai 
hundred negroes imported from the South to 
take the places of the strikers arrived in this 
city early this. morning over the Gulf road 
and were transferrea to the Joplin branch. 
The engineer refused to pull them to Pitts- 
burg for fear of his life. Another engineer 
was summoned and he landed the negroes 
behind the stockades. The cars were re- 
turned herea little damaged by Winchester 
bullet holes and marks of heavy missies 
thrown against them. 


MILITIA ORDERS. 
TOPEKA, Kan., July 25.—Eleven companies 
of militia have been ordered to be in readi- 
ness to start forthe scene of the miners’ 
trouble. The situation is critical. 


A PITCHED BATTLE.

It is claimed that the negroes did not know 
there was a strike and will not go into the 
mines, but this does not seem reasonable, as 
an effort was made at Birmingham to induce 
them to stay at home.

DUNCAN RESPITED. 


His Execution Postponed by Gov. Stone 
Until Aug, 18. 


A respite was granted yesterday by Gov. 
Stone to Harry Duncan, the negro, who was 
sentenced to be hanged on Friday next in St. 
Louis County for the murder of Policeman 
Brady. The date of execution is now set for 
Aug. 18. Gov. Stone in granting the re- 
spite stated that he did so forthe purpose of 
allowing Duncan’s attorney ,an op- 
portunity of arguing the case 
before the United State Supreme 
Court. He could see no reason for 


interfering with the verdict rendered by the 
court. Duncan had been a defended, the 
Circuit Court had sed on case twice, 
and the Supreme Court once, and the inves- 
tigations he had made had to de- 
velop any facts that would lead to the belief 
that an erroneous decision had been reached. 

Duncan 15 made a statement in 
which he denied that he had killed Brady, but

Theyare to have country “air, pure food, 
plenty Ofexercise and skillful medical at- 
tendance till they may be brought back to 
health and strength. The doat ride to Elsah 
was the introduction oftheir outing, and it 
had a wonderful effect in beginning the work 
ef restoration. 

They had their games of quiet tag, playing 
limply and with little enthusiasm, and at 1 
o*clock the boat arrived at Elsah. Farm 
wagons werein waiting, and the party of 
new patients was soon away for the farm. 
The larger part of the company taken to the 
camp a week ago was in waiting at the land- 
ing, and as soon as they were on board the 
harbor boat started on the return trip to 
the city. 

The children on the return trip were of a 
new kind. There was no Iimpness about 
Time and again they 
had to be cautioned against too much enthu- 
siasm, too much noise and every rebuke was 
met with smiling faces. They were well set 
up children, fat and rosy cheeked, some a 
littie scarred from contests with blackberry 
bushes, some losing patches of skin that 
had been Dbiistered by the sun, but all as 
happy as healthy and full stomachs can make 
ecniidren. The tiniest baby on board only 
added a comfortable coo to the noise of play 
andtalk. There was not a whine ora shrick 
on board. 

And with Alton in sight again, the return 
trip lunch was served. It was the same 
story of demolition, and in the same briet 
time the boxes were emptied. Health does 
not reduce or modify appetites. 

But there was another side to the return 
trip.

ASSASSIN GUITEAU’S PISTOL. 


An Attempt to Secure It for the Police 


Department Museum at Washington. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 2%.—The Police 
Department people are trying to get the pis- 
tol with which Guiteau shot Garfield to add 
it to the museum of such articles already 
collected and on exhibition. Mr. Donovan, 
who was Property Clerk of the Police De- 
partment atthe time .of the tragedy, says 
the District Attorney carried it away from 
the station-house after Guiteau’s arrest and 
the Clerk could never get him to give it up. 
He called on Col, Corkhill the following day 
and several times afterward, but the Colonel 
said it would remain in his safe until after 
the trial, and then it would be returned to 
the police. But after the trial Col, Corghill 
stated that for the present it would remain 
in his office. Donovan then reported the 
matter to Commissioner Thomas F. Morgan, 
then in charge of the Police Department. 
and he understood his report was referred to 
the Chief Justice of the District Supreme 
Court. 

„About a week afterwara,’’ continues 
Donovan, I received an order of the Court 
toturn over the revolver to Col. Corkhill, 
and on the back of the order was Col. Cork- 
hill's receipt forthesame. I respectfully re- 
turned the order tothe Court with the in- 
dorsement, ‘Not complied with,’ for the 
reason that I was unable to do 60, as the 
property mentioned was not then, nor ever 
had been, in my possession. I also notified 
Col. Corkhill I had returned his receipt to the 
Court, as I could not accept a receipt for 
property never in my custody. That closed 
my efforts to get charge of the revolver, *

A QUESTION AS TO WHETHER THE 
ABLE DRIVER CAN HANDLE IT. 


He Thinks, However, the House Will 
Repeal the Sherman Lew After an 


Exciting Struggle—Views of What 
Ought to Be Done— The Silver Ques- 


tion in General. 


New York, July 25.—The following letter 
came from ex-Secretary of the Treasury Fos- 
ter in reply to a request for an opinion as to 
what the extra session Will accomplish: 

„ou ask me what Congress Will do. As 
the team is a very wild one, composed of all 
kinds of material, much of it unbroken, and 
more of it Dadly trained, it is quite uncertain 
whether they can be so groomed and fed as 
to enable the skilful and really able driver to 
successfully avoid the quick turns roun4 the 
curves and surmount the obstacles that 
abound in the road, as to bring it into the 
haven desired. 

It is alleged that Bourke Cockran said 
during the late campaign that platforms 
were made ‘to get in on, not to stand on. 
This view of party obligation will probably 
be accepted. I guess the House will adopt 
the rules and rulings that prevailed during 
‘Czar’ Reed’s speakership, and will in some 
form, after a prolonged and exciting strug- 
gle, repeal the purchase clause of the Sher- 
man law, with some kind of a substitute ex- 
pressed in the act or agreed to be passed 
afterward. To this the Senate, after another 


excited struggle, will probably agree. After 
a session of eight or ten months some kind of 
a moderate tariff act will be passed without 
much resemblance tothe declaration of the 
platform, 

nat ought to be done? Repeal the pur- 
chasing clause of the Sherman act; retain 
and strengthen, if necessary, the clause re-
